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Paddocks House goes 
into administration 


Tributes to four killed 
in horrific car crash

FOUR people are dead after an hor¬ 
rific car crash in Worlington, near 
Mildenhall, on Friday. 

Matthew Grant, 24, of Churchill 
Drive in Mildenhall, and a 28-year- 
old man, named locally as Christo¬ 
pher Merchant, also of Mildenhall, 
both died. 

William Dyal, 77, known as John, 
and his wife Helen Dyal, 75, from 
Prickwillow in Ely, were also named 
as victims of the fatal crash. 

Mr Grant and Mr Merchant were 
travelling in a BMW M3 and Mr and 
Mrs Dyal were travelling in a Hyun¬ 
dai i30 on the B1102 Freckenham 
Road at about 8.15pm on Friday. 

The cars collided and the BMW 
crashed into a garden where it 
caught fire. The four victims were 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Mr Grant’s family paid tribute to 
him. They said: “He was a much 
loved son, brother, uncle and boy¬ 
friend. Matthew led a very outgo¬ 
ing and sociable life surrounded by 
friends and family. 

“His passion in life was motor 
cross and music. He was very well 
known and loved by all. He’s left a 
massive gap in our hearts and lives 
that can never be filled. 

“We as a family are deeply sad¬

dened by our loss but will continue 
to keep his memory alive with our 
lovely times together. Our thoughts 
go out to all families involved in 
this tragic accident.” 

Mr Merchant, known as ‘Blerch’, 
who has not yet been officially 
named by police, worked for AJN 


Steelstock based in Kentford. 

Courtney Bell, finance director 
at the firm, said Mr Merchant had 
worked with them for nine months 
and was “good at what he did”. 



He told the News : “Chris was a 
friendly, hardworking and diligent 
Class 1 driver at AJN Steelstock. 

“In the short time he had worked 
for the company he had become an 
extremely well thought of and val¬ 
ued member of the team. 

“Our thoughts and best wishes go 
out to Chris’s family and all those 
connected with this tragedy.” 

Mr and Mrs Dyal’s family paid 
tribute to them. They said: “It is 
with greatest sadness that we have 
lost our dearest parents, grandpar¬ 


ents and siblings in this tragic acci¬ 
dent. Our hearts also go out to the 
families of the other casualties. 

“John, a retired art teacher, and 
Helen, a fashion and graphic de¬ 
signer, are much loved and will be 
hugely missed by all their family 
and friends.” 

Friends and family members of 
Mr Grant and Mr Merchant paid 
tribute to them on social media. 

John Sands, a footballer for Leis- 
ton FC, paid tribute to him on Twit¬ 
ter. He said: “Every goal I score this 
season is dedicated to you Christo¬ 
pher ‘blerchatov’ Merchant. Love 
you bro.” 

Rikki Barnes remembered Mr 
Grant, who he said was his broth- 
er-in-law, on Twitter. He said: “My 
dear brother-in-law, we are so dev¬ 
astated.” 

He added that his daughter “loved 
her uncle Matt Matt so much”. 

Chloe Chase added on the so¬ 
cial network: “Still hasn’t sunk in... 
two amazing men that touched 
so many lives in this strong, crazy 
community we live in. RIP.” 

Police are appealing for any wit¬ 
nesses who may have seen the col¬ 
lision or either of the vehicles prior 
to the crash. Anyone with informa¬ 
tion can contact the Suffolk Serious 
Collision Investigation team on 101 
quoting CAD 415 of July 17.

Addict jailed 
for shop thefts 


A LONG-TIME heroin ad¬ 
dict who stole from shops in 
Newmarket and Fordham, 
begged magistrates to send 
him to jail so he could kick 
his drug addiction. 

Daniel Stainton, of Covey 
Way in Lakenheath, ap¬ 
peared at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on Tuesday 
having been re-arrested for 
not answering his bail on 
July 9. 

The court was told that 
Stainton carried out numer¬ 
ous thefts from shops be¬ 
tween December 2014 and 
May 2015. 

Paul Brown, prosecut¬ 
ing, said that the 42-year- 
old had stolen champagne, 
vodka, Disaranno, a vacuum 
cleaner, a waste bin, and 
also an automatic battery 
charger. 

The offences, which took 
place at shops in Newmar-

ket, Fordham and Cam¬ 
bridge, totalled more than 
£600. 

Veronica Kandi, miti¬ 
gating, said that her client 
hadn’t made it to court due 
to problems with public 
transport between his ad¬ 
dress in Fakenheath and 
Cambridge. 

He arrived late for his 
hearing on the day to find 
his solicitor had already left 
the court. He later handed 
himself in. 

Stainton was most re¬ 
cently released from jail last 
December - but due to be¬ 
ing released on a Friday he 
would have to wait a num¬ 
ber of days for his metha¬ 
done prescription to come 
through. 


Miss Kandi said: “He re¬ 
sorts to having to steal to 
maintain his addiction, and 
it’s a real problem for him 
each time. 

“He has said to me, T want 
to go to prison this time be¬ 
cause I want to deal with my 
drug addiction whilst I am 
there’.” 

Magistrates sentenced 
Stainton to 20 weeks in 
prison for each offence, to 
run concurrently, and or¬ 
dered him to pay £150 court 
charge, £135 costs and £85 
victim surcharge within six 
weeks of release. 

He must also pay com¬ 
pensation of £241.97 to the 
Co-Op for stealing alcohol 
on two occasions, £220 for 
Mackays of Cambridge, 
from whom he stole the 
vacuum cleaner, and £20 to 
Halfords in Newmarket for 
the charger.

FOREST Heath has one of the 
highest birth rates in the UK, 
new figures from the Office 
for National Statistics showed 
yesterday. 

The number of live births per 
1,000 women aged 15 to 44 were 
used as a measure of fertility 
levels for the general fertility rate 
(GFR) in 2014. 

The district was the second 
highest in the table, at 82.7 
births per 1,000 women. 

The information was 
summarised by looking at the 
number of registered births in 
England in 2014 and include all 
births registered by February 25 
this year. 

Cllr Robin Millar, cabinet 
member for families and 
communities, said: "We 
recognise that West Suffolk is a 
great place to settle down and to 
raise a family and I suspect that 
is reflected in this latest set of 
fertility figures. 

"While becoming a parent is 
for many a joyous, wonderful 
occasion, having a baby can also 
be a socially isolating experience 
at times. 

"Our role as a council is 
to work with communities to 
help them nurture the support 
network these families will need 
now and as their family grows."

Popular head lad 
Ron dies aged 86

A POPULAR lad who spent more 
than 50 years working for a horse 
trainer in Newmarket has died aged 
86 . 

Ron Kay suffered with Alzheimer’s 
and dementia and passed away on 
Monday June 29. 

He was born in Pontefract, West 
Yorkshire in 1929, going straight 
into the army after finishing school 
for three years. 

After serving in Egypt, he returned 
to Yorkshire and worked for a train¬ 
er in the area before taking a job in 
Newmarket. 

Ron spent more than half a cen¬ 
tury at work for Newmarket trainer 
Harry Wragg and his son Geoffrey 
Wragg at Abington Place stables in 
Bury Road. 

Carolyn Stevens, Ron’s daughter 
who lives in Texas, said: “He worked 
for this trainer for a year or so and 
he kept running into Harry Wragg at 
the races,” Carolyn said. 

“He kept saying ‘Ron, come and 
work for me’ so he spent 50 years 
plus there.” 

Carolyn said that her father loved

racing and everything to do with it. 

“Racing was his whole life,” she 
said. 

“I remember even when I would 
come over [from America] he would 
still be the first to go into work if 
people didn’t show up. 

“He used to go with the horses to 
Europe and I know he travelled to 
the States with a horse before too.” 

Ron leaves behind Carolyn and 
four grandchildren and a great 
grandchild, who also live in Texas. 


Carolyn added: “Every time some¬ 
thing happened in the USA like a 
birth he would come over. He was 
always there for those special mo¬ 
ments. 

“He really was one heck of a guy. 
My dad was one of a kind. 

“He was a quiet man but he was 
always very kind. 

“I had some comments from some 
people who used to work under him 
to say that my dad was always strict 
but he was very fair. 

“He was always kind and consid¬ 
erate. 

“He wasn’t famous but everyone 
knew him. I would go to town with 
him when I was over and everyone 
would be saying ‘Hi Ron’.” 

A funeral was held on Monday at 
St Mary’s Church in Newmarket. 

Geoffrey Wragg said: “Ron worked 
for my father and me, and was a 
trusted member of our staff for 50 
years, many of those as headlad. 

“He was a gentleman and an 
animal lover, and a devoted family 
man. 

“Ron was a very special person 
and a great friend to us all. 

“He will be sadly missed by all 
those who were lucky enough to 
have known him.”

Paddocks House hotel 
goes into administration 



A LUXURIOUS hotel near 
Newmarket, Paddocks House 
in Six Mile Bottom, and its 
sister hotel, Poets House in 
Ely have been placed into ad¬ 
ministration. 

Administrators insist it is 
business as usual, and all 72 
employees roles have been 
“retained”. 

However, David Toulson- 
Burke, managing director of 
the House Collection, and 
Jonathan Baker, the firm’s 
finance director, have both 
been made redundant. 

In a statement, business 
advisory firm BDO LLP said: 
“BDO LLR Sarah Rayment 
and Tony Nygate, were ap¬ 
pointed joint administrators 
of House Collection Ltd on 
July 9 2015, together with Po¬ 
ets House Ltd and Paddock 
House Ltd on July 15. 

“The joint administrators 
will be undertaking a stra¬ 
tegic review of the options 
available, whilst the under¬ 
lying businesses continue to 
trade as normal.” 

Sarah Rayment said: “The 
hotels will continue to trade 
and are unaffected by the ap¬ 
pointment of joint adminis¬ 
trators over the companies. 

“It is very much busi-

ness as usual and customers 
should continue to contact 
the hotels in respect of any 
future bookings or other re¬ 
lated queries. 

“The funder to House Col¬ 
lection Ltd is committed to 
supporting operations at the 
hotels whilst the administra¬ 
tors undertake their review.” 

In a statement, House Col¬ 
lection said: “On July 9 East¬ 
ern Counties Finance (ECF), 
the lenders of House Collec¬ 
tion Ltd, Poets House Ltd and 
Paddocks House Ltd, placed 
House Collection Ltd into 
administration. 

“House Collection had 
been working with ECF to 
arrange a re-finance of the 
properties following recent 
litigation losses made upon 
the business from contractor 
issues with the build of the 
properties. 

“House Collection have 
worked continually to reduce 
debt and bring the business 
model back in line. 

“After being assured of a re¬ 
finance deal with ECF, House 
Collection volunteered their 


business plans and model 
showing budgeted profits 
from May 2015. 

“In June 2015, ECF offered 
monies for re-finance and 
in return asked for full con¬ 
trol of the business leaving 
the current owners/majority 
shareholders with a minority 
share and employees of ECF. 

“This was refused and 
since this time the House 
Collection have sought and 
secured funds to re finance 
the asset and business debt. 

“This offer was made to 
ECF but was quickly rejected 
without comment. 

“Both directors are work¬ 
ing with legal teams to recov¬ 
er their business and carry 
on the good will and profit¬ 
able business model that 
they have spent the last three 
years creating. 

“Within this new finance 
model all suppliers were to 
be paid and the businesses 
trading in profit as demon¬ 
strated to ECF. 

“Despite offering this Da¬ 
vid and Jonathan are shocked 
that this was not acceptable 
to ECF thus leaving creditors 
who were to be paid along 
with staff employed within the 
group all at significant risk.”

Two charged in terror threat that 
caused cancellation of July 4 party 


TWO members of the same 
family have been charged 
in connection with terror 
threats which forced the 
cancellation of US Air 
Force Independence Day 
celebrations at an RAF base. 

Junead Ahmed Khan, 24, 
and his uncle Shazib Ahmed 
Khan, 22, of Luton, were 
charged with one offence 
contrary to section 5 of the 
Terrorism Act. 

Junead was also charged 
with an additional count 


under the same act in 
connection with a "planned 
terrorist attack on US 
military personnel". 

Deborah Walsh, deputy 
head of counter terrorism 
at the Crown Prosection 
Service, said: "It is alleged 
that Junead Khan and Shazib 
Khan had been planning on 
travelling to Syria to join 
the proscribed organisation 
Islamic State in Levant (ISIL). 

"It is further alleged that 
Junead Khan was planning 


a terrorist attack on US 
military personnel in the UK 
and he has been charged 
with an additional terrorism 
offence to reflect this." 

The event was scheduled 
to take place at RAF Feltwell 
on July 4 but had to be 
cancelled following a raised 
security threat level. 

A spokeswoman from RAF 
Lakenheath said: "We can 
confirm this is why the event 
was cancelled. However we 
cannot discuss details."

‘I want to make

Racehorse trainer, columnist and blogger and 
now mayor. He's a busy man but Natalie Robinson 
managed to grab a quick chat with John Berry ... 


T HERE are probably not many 
places in the country where 
town residents could say they 
had met their mayor while he was 
riding a racehorse. 

But that is where you'll find 
Newmarket town mayor John 
Berry, every morning from 
6.30am. 

First and foremost, John Berry 
is a racehorse trainer, stabling 16 
horses in his historic training yard 
on Exeter Road. 

But it was seeing a lack of 
representation of the racing 
community on the town council 
that started his delve into local 
government life. 

He said: "This is my fifth year 
as a councillor. For too long, 
the town council had not had 
professional racing people on it, 
which was wrong. 

"If the largest section of the 
community is in racing, to have 
zero out of 18 councillors in the 
industry is wrong. 

"Racing has always been very 
lucky in the town in that the 
town council was supportive 
of the racing community but it 
was presumptious of the racing 
community to benefit from 
support without offering any 
support in return." 

John hopes that having the 
presence of the racing community 
on the council can make the 
industry more accessible to those 
not in it. 

"There shouldn't be a divide 
between the racing communities 
and the non-racing communities," 
he said. 

He sees racing as part of the 
community in Newmarket, rather 
than a "subset community", and 
wants to see both sides "living 
harmoniously". 

John's passion for the town he 
lives in is clear - and, he says, 
Newmarket is thriving. 

"I think the High Street is good," 
he said. 

"Everything I can ever want I can 
buy in the town. I think we are very 
lucky to have what we have. 

"We have terrific butchers, 
Tindalls is one of the best 
bookshops, we have plenty of 
clothes shops and a very good 
bakers. 



"You can buy any sort of good 
food and drink, clothes and books 
that you want. 

"I don't feel negative about the 
High Street. 

"I do not subscribe to the view 
that there are too many things 
that require radical changes in the 
town. 

"I think it is a lovely town and 
it's a lovely town that functions 
well as it is." 

John doesn't see being mayor 
as something to shout about, 
seeing it as a "progression" of 
being deputy mayor last year to 
Rachel Hood. 

And he does not have big 
ambitions for the year ahead - 
he just wants to make a positive 
contribution to Newmarket. 

He said: "I would like to achieve 
that not just in this year but in my 
life. It just means I have got greater 
scope for doing so now. 

"I would like to make a positive 
contribution to the health of the 
town in general and to help the 
racing communities and non¬ 
racing communities co-exist and 
be integrated harmoniously. 

"If by being a racing person 
who is plainly keen to get 
involved in helping the smooth 
running of the entire local

community, hopefully I am 
practising what I preach." 

What about the man behind 
the mayoral chains? John grew up 
on a farm in Scotland with two 
parents who were also "very keen" 
on racing. 

He recalls visits to the races in 
Carlisle and described himself as a 
"racing addict" growing up. 

He said: "I wanted to become 
a jockey. As soon as I left school, 

I went to work for a trainer 
down south and then came to 
Newmarket in 1987. 

"I was working for Ian 
Matthews, supposedly just on a 
job through the summer - but I'm 
still here. 

"Once it became apparent that 
I wasn't going to make the grade 
as a jockey, I carried on working 
in stables and eventually started 
training for myself in 1995 - 20 
years ago now." 

John also spent time working 


for Luca Cumani and worked 
in Australia for a year - and his 
passion for his horses and racing is 
stronger than ever. 

"I have been riding out most 
days several times for 31 years," 
he said. 

"I love riding. I think the most 
enjoyable parts of training are 
the riding and the involvement 
with the horses as well as being 
involved in a sport that I love. 

"If you trained a big string of 
horses then you've got so much 
else to do that you can't really do 
the hands-on work and I think I'd 
enjoy it a lot less if that was the 
case." 

And it was probably the love of 
racing that meant he didn't take 
a telling-off from The Jockey Club 
very seriously. 

"Things used to be done more 
formally when riding out in those 
days," John explained. 

"People used to dress a lot more 
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smartly than we dress now. I started 
riding out in shorts in the summer 
and at the time you didn't need to be 
wearing body protectors so on a really 
hot day I would take my shirt off and 
just be wearing shorts to ride out. 

"The man who was the Jockey 
Club's manager at the time did tell 
me I ought to smarten myself up, so 
- very much with my tongue in my 
cheek - I kept exactly as I was but put 
a tie on. 

"It's a story that's rather grown in 
the telling but it's brought quite a lot of 
smiles over the years!" 

John's set-up at Beverley House 
Stables shows that the animals come 
first and foremost in his life. 

His greyhound, Bean, and 
dalmatian, Gus, spent some time 
sprawled very comfortably on the sofa 


asleep when we met. 

The flat he shares with his wife 
Emma looks out over the boxes 
stabling his 16 horses and a small 
paddock where he can see all that is 
going on with his team. 

John said: "As a small trainer, it's very 
hard - if I just broke even on training 
I'd be pleasantly surprised. 

"The two things that prompted me 
to do it was the love of racing and the 
love of horses, rather than merely the 
love of racing." 

But with juggling training and 
council meetings, does he have any 
time to spare? 

"I start work at 6.30am and I never 
really finish until 8.30pm," he said. 

"I work 14 to 15 hours a day seven 
days a week but the time is going to 
pass anyway so I might as well use it 


productively." 

And still, entwined with his career 
and mayoral role, John writes three 
regular weekly racing columns - one for 
a Newmarket-based website, one for 
an Australian newspaper, and one for a 
magazine in Dubai, as well as occasionaly 
contributing to other publications and 
websites, and writing a blog. 

In racing season, you may also find 
him on your television screens in a 
presenting role. 

"I am lucky enough to have three 
jobs that I enjoy doing," he said. 

"I am always busy but I never mind 
being busy because I always think how 
you judge your life is by doing things 
rather than having things. 

"If you enjoy your job it isn't a 
hardship if it takes up all day every day. 
Work has its own reward."

Man jailed for 
fraud at work 


A JOHN Lewis employee 
tried to steal from the com¬ 
pany and repeatedly sold 
its goods on online, a court 
heard. 

Francis Chimene, of Rule 
Gardens in Fordham, was 
jailed at Cambridge Crown 
Court on Thursday after ad¬ 
mitting fraud by abuse of 
position and attempted theft 
from an employer. 

The father-of-two had sent 
a tablet, two Apple comput¬ 
ers and a men’s jacket to the 
company’s collection point 
in Trumpington under a 
fraudulent name before try¬ 
ing to collect them. 

Over a period of more 
than six months, he also sold 
around £10,000 of electrical 
products on Ebay, Facebook 
and Gumtree. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
told the court that the alarm 
was raised when the tablet, 
bought by a customer and 
worth more than £1,500, was 
reported missing. 

The items were later found 
at the Trumpington site in a

John Lewis bag, prompting 
CCTV to be checked. 

Miss Walker continued: 
“Footage showed Chimene 
walking through the loading 
bay with the bags recovered 
by the search team. 

“As a result of this discov¬ 
ery watch was kept, and the 
defendant arrived and tried 
to collect the goods and gave 
the name Cox and presented 
a collection card for the two 
bags.” 

Chimene was spoken to by 
bosses, where he worked in 
the stock room, and the case 
was passed to police. 

Miss Walker told the court 
that Chimene gave varying 
accounts to police of how 
he flogged the items, first 
saying he bought them with 
discount and sold them on 
at full price for a modest 
profit. 

When his discount card 


was audited, he then said the 
items he had bought were 
reduced - but he still sold 
them on for full price. 

In mitigation, Jacob Ed¬ 
wards said Chimene’s rela¬ 
tionship with his long-term 
partner, with whom he has 
two daughters, had bro¬ 
ken down as a result of his 
crimes. 

He added: “He feels 
ashamed of what he has 
done to John Lewis as an em¬ 
ployer and feels bad that he 
has let his children down.” 

The court heard his last 
conviction was in 2004, 
when he stole a payment 
card while working in shel¬ 
tered housing, and that he 
had thousands of pounds 
worth of debt. 

Chimene was jailed for 
12 months by Judge Gareth 
Hawkesworth, and will re¬ 
turn on September 18 fol¬ 
lowing an investigation to 
determine how much mon¬ 
ey is owed. 

The judge added: “You are 
not a stranger to dishonesty.”

‘Epilepsy drug is 
a step forward’

A MAN from Soham who has 
lived with epilepsy for more than 
a decade has welcomed the first 
new treatment for five years to be 
offered to people with a genetic 
form of the condition. 

Karl Bates first had a primary 
generalised tonic-clonic (PGTC) 
seizure, which can make him 
pass out, become very rigid and 
fall, when he was 24. 

The seizures can also cause him 
to bite down on his tongue when 
falling and struggle for oxygen. 

They can last for two or three 
minutes before he slowly comes 
around but can leave him feeling 
unsure of his surroundings. 

Despite experiencing seizures as 
a result of his epilepsy, the 38-year- 
old has achieved great things. 

These include his very first job 
in broadcast which saw him pre¬ 
senting the football results live on 
BBC1, commentating on Premier 
League games and working with 
David Beckham at his academy. 

Luckily for the father-of-one 
he does not often suffer from sei¬ 
zures now as he controls them 
with medication. 

But when he was first diag¬ 
nosed, he was having seizures 
during the day which affected his 
ability to drive - making getting 
to and from his home in Soham 
a problem. 

“When you first get it you lose 
your driving licence for a year. 
Unfortunately, I was having them 
once a year so I lost it for five 
years,” he said. 

“Thankfully my seizures are 
controlled and I have them at 


night which is not a bad thing. 

“You’re in bed and in a soft en¬ 
vironment. 

“My wife knows what to do. 
When I first had a seizure I was 
just sitting round at my mother- 
in-law’s, and then I woke up in 
hospital. 

“I was naturally very worried 
and scared. I was in pain as I had 
bitten down on my tongue. 

“It’s a lot easier now I know 
more about the condition. 

“The more you learn about it 
and what happens and how com¬ 
mon it is, the less worried you are.” 

There are 600,000 people with 


epilepsy in the UK, around one in 
every 103 people. 

Karl, whose main job is as an 
office manager, said the launch 
of Perampanel, the first new li¬ 
censed anti-epileptic treatment 
for PGTC seizures in five years, 
was good news. 

Karl, who works in Ely, added: 
“Anything that can help in that 
situation is a good thing.” 

The drug launched last week in 
the UK for those with idiopathic 
(genetic) generalised epilepsy 
which could benefit a third of 
people in the UK who live with 
this type.

THE first veterinary surgeon to 
be made a Life Peer in the House 
of Lords has now been awarded a 
Queen’s Medal. 

Lord Ernest Soulsby, who lives in 
Swaffham Prior, was given the high¬ 
est honour by the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons (RCVS) for his 
“outstanding lifetime contribution” 
to veterinary science and the pro¬ 
fession, which they said was “above 
and beyond the call of duty”. 

Lord Soulsby, who worked at the 
University of Cambridge as a pro¬ 
fessor of animal pathology and 
Dean of the veterinary school until 
1993, was presented with his award 
by Professor Stuart Reid, the then 
president of the RCVS. 

Professor Reid, who is now sen¬ 
ior vice president of the RCVS, said: 
“Lord Soulsby has had a truly ex¬ 
ceptional career, which in several 
respects is unique in its achieve¬ 
ments, not least bridging the worlds 
of medical and veterinary science. 

“He has worked tirelessly to pro¬ 
mote the importance of veterinary 


science to society and is admired 
not only for his intellect, hard work 
and breadth of interests, but also 


his endearing personality.” 

The award was presented at 
RCVS day, the college’s annual gen¬ 


eral meeting and awards day. 

Prof Reid added: “He has given 
an outstanding service to the pro¬ 
fession, to veterinary science and 
to animal welfare and he has en¬ 
hanced the reputation of the pro¬ 
fession immeasurably. 

“His publications, research, in¬ 
ternational awards, fellowships, 
visiting professorships and prizes 
all testify to his global impact and 
reputation, but perhaps his greatest 
gift has been the stimulation and 
support he has given to hundreds 
of veterinary surgeons to aim for 
their highest goals.” 

Lord Soulsby has previously been 
president of the RCVS and Royal So¬ 
ciety of Medicine.
